The increased freight rates resulting 
from this was a consideralde item to the 
p eop le of the w est and south. 
Senator 
Fockrell 
p resented a set 
of 
resolutions from 
the 
WTiolesale 
Grocers’ association, of vSt. Louis and 
K ansas City, relating to the same sub­ 
ject. 
He 
sai<l 
he hop ed th a t this 
p roscrip tion against the W estern coffee 
m erchants would be p revented by the 
necessary legislation. 
He said it was a 
disorim ination th a t he Tieliex-ed con­ 
gress had the p ower to p revent, as the 
B razilian comp any was a subsidized 
line. 
Senator Daniel, of V irginia, served 
notice th a t he would subm it resolu­ 
tions on the same subject and would 
also make rem arks up on the suliject. 
The resolution heretofore offered by 
Mr. Peffer requested the secretary of 
state to obtain inform ation concerning 
the use of electricity as a p ower in the 
p rop ulsion of farm m achinery and im ­ 
p lem ents, and in the p rop agation and 
grow th of p lants in foreign countries, 
w as taken up , exp lained by Mr. Peffer 
and agreed to, and a t 1:40 p . m. the sen­ 
ate, on m otion of Mr. Sherm an, p ro­ 
ceeded to executive business. 
At 8:30 p . m. the doors were re-op ened 
and legislative business was p roceeded 
w ith. 
Mr. Call's motion to re-consider 
the vote w hereby on T hursday last the 
senate p assed the bill to am end the act 
of 1890, to establish a circuit court of 
ap p eals and to define and regulate in 
certain cases the jurisdiction of the 
courts of the Uniteil States was taken 
up for action. 
A fter some exp lanation and discussion 
the hill was so amended V>y a change of 
verbiage as to be satisfactory to Mr. 
Call and other 
senators, and as so 
am ended the hill was again p assed. 
The bill to facilitate the disp osition 
of causes in the court of claim s was 
taken up as the unfinished business— 
the p ending question being the am end­ 
m ent offered by Mr. Daniel, requiring 
the tw o additional judges p rovided for 
to be members of different p olitical 
p arties. 
Mr. 
Daniel 
modified 
his 
am endm ent so as to make it read: 
“ Both of whom shall not belong to the 
same p olitical p arty." 
At the end of a long discussion Mr. 
D aniel's am endm ent was rejected and 
the bill was p assed, 
» a s 31, nays 18. 
The house am endm ent to the senate 
bill relating to the exchange of the 
m ilitary p ost a t L ittle Rock, Ark., was 
I concurred in, and the bill now goes to 
the p resident. 
The senate then ad­ 
journed. 
THE HOUSE. 
W ashington, Ap ril 19.—E aster Mon- 
day op ened dism ally. 
Rain fell in to r­ 
rents, the w alking wîls unp leasant and 
th ere was a m ixture of chill and w arm th 
about the atm osp here whi(*h was very 
disagreeable. 
The result was th a t the 
attendance of the meml>er8 in the house 
was sm all w hen the hour of noon a r­ 
rived. 
Mr. McRae, from the com m ittee 
on p ublic lands, moved to susp end the 
rules and p ass a hill to adjust the 
BW’am p land g rants and to fix lim ita­ 
tions for filing elaim s thereunder. 
Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, op p os<*d the 
m easure, contending this would cost 
the go\T» rnment $50,000,000 to settle the 
m atter. 
Mr. Bergen, of New Jersey, 
also op p osed the bill, considering it to 
be a bad one. 
The ulterior question 
to be decided was to whom the swam p 
lands belonged, the state or to the 
U nited States governm ent. 
The mo­ 
tion to susp end the rules and p ass the 
bill was defeateii. 
Yeas 113, nays 77, 
not tw o-thirds voting in the affirmative. 
T he house then w ent into com m ittee of 
the whole, Mr. Shively, of Indiana, in 
the chair, on the naval ap p rop riation 
bill. 
Mr. B outelle’s am endm ent for the 
construction of tw o additional battle ­ 
ship s and torp edo boats was rejected, 
<15 to 102, ten dem ocrats voting in the 
affirm ative and no rep ublicans in the 
negative. 
Mr. Cummings, of New York, offered 
an am endm ent for the construction of 
one battleship and five torp edo boats. 
Lost, 73 to 99. 
Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, offered an 
am endm ent for the constiuction of tw o 
steel gunboats a t the cost of $500,000 
each and ten torp edo boats at $120,000 
each. 
Lost, 58 to 104. 
Afr. Cummings then came forw ard 
w ith another am endm ent for the con­ 
struction of four torp edo cruisers a t 
$. 500,00 0, tw o light draught gunboats a t 
$3.50,000 each, and tw o first class torp edo 
boats a t $ 120,000 each, but it m et w ith a 
sim ilar fate. The m otion then recurring 
on Mr. Holm an's m otion to strike out 
p rovision for the construction of one 
new cruiser it was defeated—58 to 
120. 
Mr. Holman moved to strike out the 
p rovision for the new eru.iser and to 
substitute therefor a p rovision for four 
torp edo boats. 
This m otion w as greet­ 
ed by a rem ark by Mr. Boutelle th at it 
would save tim e to m ake four row boats, 
Avhile Hr. O'Neil, o f Misso uri, tho ught

Mr. Riley, as can readily be seen 
by his poems, is of a decidedly 
sympathetic and emotional nature 
He is*two years younger than Bill 
Nye, was a common printer for a 
long time, and has lieen identified 
with the Indianapolis /c/77v/t7/tifteen 
years, which paper served to initi­ 
ate him into the wiles and ways of 
newspaperdom. 
He has been on the lecture plat­ 
form ten years, and stands without 
a peer in his particular line of en­ 
tertainment. 
No poet of this generation has 
been so successful in representing 
the “ Hoosier” dialect as Riley, and 
surely his recepticpii is without a 
parrallel.
